F ALL the 
challenges 
that may be given 
to those who fail 
to understand the 
Catholic Question 
in the United 
States, none can 
be made ‘with 
such security as 
this: Catholic 
doctrine and prac- 
tice alone possess 
the real origin of 
those political 
principles which 
are enunciated in the immortal Declar- 
ation that placed the United States 
among the free and independent na- 
tions of the world. 

It is customary to view the Declara- 
tion of Independence as the logical 
culmination of a long train of abuses 
and usurpations on the part of a de- 
spotic home government which could 
not or would not understand colonial 
America. We have not made sufficient 
advance in the education of our citi- 
zens to expect that the colonial and 
revolutionary backgrounds to Ameri- 
can independence are being adequately 
grasped today. Patriotic tradition and 
popular misinterpretation of the facts 
involved in our freedom prevent to a | 
great extent the spread of a more ac- 
curate knowledge of these supreme 
facts in the nation’s history. 

For that reason, not to stress many 
others, it will only be those whose ac- 
quaintance with our history has ad- 
vanced beyond the elementary stage, 
who will be interested in recognizing 
the abrupt cleavage made by the/| 
Founders of the American Republic in 
framing the Declaration of 1776 from 
the many acts and statutes passed by 
our colonial legislatures: for the poli- 
tical and religious discrimination of 
their fellow-colonists of other faiths | 
and creeds.

The Catholic Church offers an opportunity for the 
greatest possible spiritual advancement to all. If a boy feels 
no special inward urge to the Priesthood, if he does not feel 
that he is sufficiently talented, if he should prefer not to as- 
sume its responsibility, and if he would still like to get away 

* from the world and make himself useful in the service of God, 
there is the call of the Brothernood. 

What do the Brothers do? Some of them teach in Catho- 
lie high schools, and hundreds more are needed in this field; 

a some of them do the manual work at the Motherhouse in the 
Ee capacity of machinists, tailors, all round handy men; some are 
: needed to do the cooking, the nursing, the farming; some are 
engaged as missionaries in foreign lands. 

Every Brother, no matter what his work be, has a grand 
opportunity to sanctify himself, and to earn a large store of 
merit for eternity. Those who teach school are engaged ‘in the 
formation of characters just as much as are the Sisters who 
teach in the school. Those who work on the farm, or in the 
kitchen, or in one of the shops connected with the Mother- 
house, are meriting just as much, because they make of their 
work a prayer, and in accepting the assignment made to them, 
they know that they are doing the will of God better than if 
they did seemingly more meritorious things of their own voli- 
tion. At the Motherhouse they have the great advantage of 
community life, and their prayers and meditations and spirit- 
ual exercises in common, and retire at night without any 
worry on their minds. 

There are many young men in the world who seem to be 
entirely out of place, who do not care to marry, who are living 
unto themselves alone, who are working merely to eke out an 
existence, but who are not satisfied themselves, and who seem 
to be living to no special purpose. In one of our Brotherhoods, 
I am certain, they would be much more happy and contented, 
and would feel that their services, whatever they might be, 
were helpful to others the while they cultivated an earnest 
love for God. 

Think of the many who are employed in the United 
States in our thousands of hotels as chefs and waiters. Some 
of them should be chefs and cooks in monasteries and iin the 
Motherhouses of our Brotherhoods. Think of the many expert 
mechanics in various fields who have no higher ambition in 
life than to merely earn.the money which their skill makes 
possible, and who squander the same recklessly. Their ser- 
vices would be invaluable, in any religious organization of 
men, and by the dedicating their skill to the service of God 
they would give it a double purchase power. 

You recall the words of our Divine Savior addressed to a 
young man who was rich, but who seemed not to be satisfied. 
Our Lord, first of all, told him that he must observe the com- 
mandments. E must much, if he hopes to 
attain eternal salvation. The young man replied that he was 
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veryone do that 


succeeding quite well in keeping the commandments in the 
. world. Then Jesus said to him: “One thing is wanting unto 
thee. If thou wilt be perfect, go, sell whatsoever thou hast, 
and give to the poor, and thou shalt have treasure in heaven, 
and come, follow me.” Jesus was inviting him to leave the 


world and follow a more perfect life. It was this advice to 
the young man that led to the foundation of the various reli- 
gious orders and congregations in the Church. 

Some of the greatest saints of the Church have been 
simple lay Brothers, who neither did open missionary work 
nor taught school, but who sought to make their lives a eon- 
tinual oblation to God by doing, without asking why, the will 
of their superiors, and who utilized to the best advantage the 
opportunity they had for self-sanctification. 

But in our country the Church, which has always con- 
ducted efficient schools, must now compete with the high 

_ schools operated by the states. Both for efliciency’s and econo- 
my’s sake several parishes unite in building and maintaining 
a high school. Difficult as it is to procure the financial assist- 
ance to conduct such institutions, it is growing more and more 
difficult to procure the teaching staff, simply because a too 
heavy drain is being made on the teaching Brothérhoods. 

You would render a great service to your Church, to Catho- 
lic youth, and to your own soul, if you, not feeling a call to 
the Priesthood, would embrace one of the Brotherhoods. If 
you long to serve God more intimately than is possible in the 
world with its cares, distractions, temptations, and if you feel 
that you have not the talent either for the Priesthood or the 
teaching Brotherhood, why not enter a religious community 
for your own soul’s benefit and to help the household or farm 
work, which some evidently must do, and in doing which you 
will be serving God?

The national idol of the Phil-| 
istines was called Dagon. When 
the Philistines defeated the 
Israelites, they took away with 
them the Ark of the Covenant, 
which Moses had made accord- 
ing to the directions given by 
Almighty God. The Ark was 
placed in the same temple with 
the idol” Dagon, and on the first 
morning after, when the Philis-| 
tines went to worship their idol, 
they found it had fallen face 
foremost to the floor of the 
temple.

The second morn- 
ing they found the idol not only 
toppled over again, but the 
arms and head broken off. 
Moreover, the people were af- 
flicted with terrible sores, and 
mice overran their fields and 
destroyed their crops.
